CURRENT SITUATION

Situation Summary: | Today, crews took advantage of improved fire weather conditions with slightly lower
temperatures and moisture from tropical storm Elida moving across the Lake Fire
area. Warmer and drier conditions are forecasted for tomorrow as the moisture
moves out of the area and dangerously hot conditions return. Near critical fire
weather conditions could develop Friday afternoon and evening as gusty onshore
winds could combine with warm and dry conditions in place. Rugged terrain with
drought stricken fuels, heavy fuel loading, and high temperatures have contributed to
the difficulty of suppressing the fire during the initial attack period. Current objectives
include keeping the fire North of Castaic Lake, South of Highway 138, East of Red Rock
Mountain, and West of Tule Ridge. Damage assessment teams will continue their
assessment of the communities affected by the fire.
